In this com- 
munication the many advantages of- 
fered by Mnysville as a locarion for a 
tobacco stemmery were recited. 

Today the Chamber of Commerce 
received a letter from one of the Vice 
President! of the concern located in 
New York in which he said that it was 
not practicable Just at the present 
time to operate an all year stemmery 
In Maysville. The officer points out 
that it Is the company's custom to 
stem tobacco in the cities where they 
have manufacturles but that II had in 
some times become necessary to stem 
at outside points when buying and 
jrecelving Uut;e qiiantities of tobacco. 

This communication leads the local 
business men to believe that there is 
no possible chance to have the officers 
of the American Tobacco Company, re- 
consider their recent orders dosing 
the local stemmery.

Hlllsboro, Ohio, March :;0— Five 
minutes before he formally was 
charged with the murder of his wife, 
Charlotte, Horace Barnes, movliig- 
ptctyre theater proprietor, made a 
confession, in part, of his crime In a 
ceil at the Highland County Jail. 

"We bad a 'fuis,' and I remember 
throwlnt a ranr on the floor or on 
the couch," Barnes said, gasing va- 
cantly at his inquisitors. "I do not 
remember slashing my wife's throat. 
I do not remember the thinff that 
caused It all. I heard her scream, 
and the next thing 1 knew I was dis^- 
poslng of a razor." 

Darnes was taken before .Mayor 
Wllklns for his preliminary hearing 
and was bound over to the grand jury 
on a charge of flrst degree murder. 

Over since he was found by Deputy 
SharUr "Banty" Sohweinsberger hid- 
ing in a bam Wednesday afternoon 
Barnes stoutly had maintained he did 
not kill his wife, and repeatedly de- 
nied that she was dead. 

Sheriff Henry Ervln, Marshal \\'HI- 
llam Walker and other city and coun- 
ty officers who have kept close watch 
over Barnes since the crime became 
known Wednesday morning are con- 
vinced Barnes temporarily was de- 
ranged.

Although the aggregate sales of now 
crop tobacco of every description in 
tiie open markets ot Kentucky fell off 
51,421,861 pounds la February, ua 
compared witli the preoedini month of 
January, last month's transaetionn 
were noteworthy because of the ch- 
tnhllHhment of a new hlRh general av- 
erafie for all tobacco and a marked 
Increase In the avcrnKc price on each 
particular typo. Sales of 1H18 crop to- 
bacco during February netted an av- 
erage of filM per lUO pounds, Imaed 
upon a total valuation or 135,11!!,- 
629.62, and statistics for many years 
past tail to show any higher average, 
althouBh old tobacco men say that 
there may have been Isolated eases of 
higher prices before the Industry 
reached its present status. The Feb- 
ruary average was an Increase of $2.76 
per 100 pounds over the average for 
the preceding month of .Tnnuary, and 
the nearest approach whh made last 
October, when an averaise ot |28.40 
i)er 100 pounds was reported tor the 
entire state. 

Of the live different types of tobac- 
co sold in Kentucky, hurley led all 
>nthers, rdtwhed a new high level at 
$30.6S, which was an increase 'over 
.Tanuary of $1.41 per 100 pounds. One- 
sucker tobacco rose 27 cents per 100 
pounds, but this kind of tobacco not 
long ago brought as high as $19.6ii. 
t'nflrcd dark grades sold at an ad- 
vance of S.") cents per 100 pounds In 
February, but wore previously report- 
ed as high as J21.11. which was $5.69 
more than the February average. 
Fired dark' grades established a new 
high record at $21, Si per 100 pounds, 
an Increase over .Tanimry amount iim 
to 13.21.

The meeting of the Mason County 
Board' of AKrIculture held at the j 
Chamber of (Commerce building Wed- I 
nesdny was, in many ways, the mosr I 
Important moidlnK held slueo the or- 
ganization 1)1' llu^ board. A definite 
plan of worl< for the County Agent for 
the year was outlined and it was 
agreed that at least one-third of the 
time of the County Agent ihould be 
spent In interesting the young boys 
and girls on Mason county farms In i 
Club work. I 

Mr. P. C. Merrlman, of lx)\ilsville. 
District AKrIculturai Agent and Mr. 
Frank Harrett, of Lexington, State I 
Boys' Club Agent, ere preaent at the ' 
nieetinK. | 

Mr. Merrlman slated that he bo- i 
lleved In a tentative plan for the 1 
County Agent work as it Is a physical 
impossibility for any agent to come 
In personal oontact with all the farm- 
ers in this county during a period of 
one or two years. His advice was to 
the effect that It had been proven 
more prarticahle for the county agent 
to reach the majority of the farmers 
tbroiiKh clnlis and as a suKRestlon 
W(nil(l adviso Mason county to orpan- 
ize a number of clubs throuBh the 
county, either by precincts or niacls- 
terlal districts. It was further 
bronnht out In his remarks that by 
this method the County Agent could 
render more valuable service to the 
county. 

The second part of the program as . 
outlined by the tentative program by^ 
Mr. Merrlman deals with the boys and 
Rirls chib work and as Mr. Barrett. 
State Boys and Girls CUih Agonf. was 
present, Mr. Merrlman suppostod that 
he give a brief outline to the Board 
momhors of the work being done In 
the various counties. 

Mr. Barrett in bis remarks stated 
that (^ounty Agent should pay much 
attention to the boys and girls as it 
will only be a short time until they 
are the farmers and farmers wives. In 
response to a query by Merrlman 'as 
to the amount of tlme.lfr. Barrett felt 
that the County Agent should give to 
this activity, he stated that In this 
county he folt that it would be wise 
and profitable for the County Apent 
to devote at least one-third of this 
time. Ho further stated that in some 
of the mountain counties, agents 
spent their entire tlftoe in promoting 
boys and girls club work. 

All of the members present felt 
that Mr. Barrett exercised very good 
judgment in suggesting that at least 
one-third of the time of our county 
agent be spent in the promoting of the 
boys and girls club work. 

A discussion folloi^'ed relative to the 
activities that should receive the at- 
tention of lioy and girl clubs. The 
Hoard moiubors folt that efforts 
shrould be devoted toward the devel- 
oimient of poultry aiul cattle raising, 
organization of pig clubs and endeav- 
or to secure a pig of the market class 
from the litter for the boy whoso 
father who did not approve of pur- 
chasing a pure bred gilt 

Mr. Merrlman asked County Agent 
Kirk how many boys and girls he 
thought he could enlist for club work 
during the year and if 100 would 
prove a satisfactory number. .Mr 
Kirk stutoil that he would be very 
greatly (lisa|i|)ointed if be did not re- 
ceive over liio eulistmonts during this 
year, with the aid of tb(! enthusiastic 
prpfessors in the various cunimunt- 
ties throughout the county. 

In conaidering the attitude that the 
County Board of Agriculture and its 
agent should take toward the develop- 
ment of crops and soils. It was de- 
cided that In as much as Mason coun- 
ty depends upon tobacco as Its money 
crop, that the supremo efforts of the 
Uoard of Agriculture and County 
.Agent should he directed toward the 
development of this crop. Tlit Hoard 
members were informed that Dean 
Cooper plans to direct more Kxton- 
sion Department attention toward tho 
development of the tobacco through- 
out the state this year and two or 
three tobacco raising specialiata will 
more than likely be added to tbe ICx- 
tenslon Department staff of instruc- 
tors. These men wlli be specialists in 
the raising of the types of tobacco 
grown throughout the stale. These 
men will do re-search work and en- 
deavor to bring to our farmers ad- 
vice and advanced Ideas ana nietliods 
in tbe raising of tobacco and solving 
of tobaooo problema. It waa the oon- 
senras of opinilm of the members 
preaent that attention should also be 
given to tbe Inereaaed production of 
corn, sweet clover and alfalfa. 

In the tentative program submit- 
ted It is the desire of the Kxtenslon 
College for the County Hoard (if 
Agriculture to decide upcm tlio live 
stock demonstrations that should be 
given during the year and the mem- 
bers went on record favoring hog 
feeding a nd poult ry demonstrations
